have been proposed by A. G. S. Joseph- 
non, cataloguer of the John C rerar li­ 
brary and a bibliographer of note, says 
the Chicago 
Record Herald. 
H e is 
sending out a pam phlet em bodying his 
views and outlining his ideas ou the 
subject. He invitee discussion, express­ 
ing the belief th at such au undertaking 
should be international in Its scope. 
"As there are laboratories for chem ­ 
ical, physical and hygienic research,” 
said Mr. Joseph son the other day, 
"there ought to be an institution for 
the conducting of bibliographical re­ 
search w here record of literary produc­ 
tions, past and present, would be kept 
system atically and to which persons 
who desire inform ation of a biblio­ 
graphical character could turn w ith 
their inquiries, know ing th a t the lib ra­ 
ries of A m erica and, if need be, of the 
world would be ransacked for their 
benefit. 
"It would not be necessary to ac­ 
quire an extensive library, but a col­ 
lection of the most useful bibliogra­ 
phies and indexes would, of course, be 
needed.

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The sleepy old empire of China is 
« wakening v ery rapidly and adopting 
modern ideas with remarkab le facility, 
says William E. Curtis, the Chicago 
Record-Heraid’s 
Washington 
corre­ 
spondent. Priv ate letters tell of recent 
ev ents of the greatest significance, 
which illustrate how rapidly the people 
are throwing off their old ways and 
adoptingthe features of modern civ iliza­ 
tion. Each of the new univ ersities and 
academies that hav e b een estab lished 
to educate candidates for oilice in mod­ 
ern sciences and foreign affairs has a 
physical culture department, a gym­ 
nasium and other facilities for outdoor 
exercise, under the direction of Amer­ 
ican teachers or nativ es who hav e 
studied at American or English schools. 
They hav e iutroduced footb all, b ase­ 
b all and other American games and 
track athletics with great success. Not 
only the students, b ut their parents 
and friends and the pub lic generally, 
hav e b ecome enthusiastic on the sub ­ 
ject, and at *he first track meet ev er 
held in the Chinese empire more than 
7,000 students and pupils of the pub lic 
schools were present, with sev eral thou-! 
sand other spectators. 
I 
The meet was held at Wuchang, in 
Hupeli prov ince, in the v ery center of 
China. 
Wuchang is a prov incial capi­ 
tal and the residence of that great and 
good v iceroy, Chang Chih Tung, some-! 
times cant'd “the Gladstone of China” 
and familiarly known as “the grand 
old man “ Chang Chih Tung presided 
at the athletic exercises, which gav e 
them additional importance and signifi­ 
cance, and the old gentleman (for he 
is past eighty years of age) b ecame as 
much excited ov er the contests as any 
youngster in the immense throng. He 
awarded the prizes to the winners with 
great ceremony, thus making the ev ent 
an official function. 
It is understood 
that these tournaments will occur ev ­ 
ery year hereafter, and this 
will 
make athletic traiuing a feature of the 
educational system of China. 
Perhaps the most significant incident 
of the occasion was the singing of a 
national hymn b y the 7,000 children 
and students who had'gathered for the 
tournament. My informant does not 
say who wrote either the words or the 
music, b ut as Chang Chih Tung is a poet 
of wide reputation and luts frequently 
written v erses for ceremonial occa­ 
sions, it is entirely prob ab le that he 
was the author of the words, and they 
may hav e b een arranged to some for­ 
eign air introduced b y the missionaries 
or nativ es who hav e b een in America. 
China has nev er had a national hymn. 
She is perhaps the only nation that has 
b een without one; hence this little 
episode also marks an epoch in Chinese 
history. 
Athletic sports hav e b een cultiv ated 
in all of the missionary schools and 
colleges and other institutions under 
foreign teachers. 
There are cricket 
club s compos« ! of nativ es in Shanghai, 
Tientsin and other of the treaty ports, 
in imitation of the English residents, 
who carry their sports with them 
wherev er they go. 1 hav e seen many 
tennis courts in China, and the Country 
club of Shanghai, to which many of 
the wealthy Chinese b elong, has v ery 
good golf links. At St. John’s college, 
in the sub urb s of Shanghai, the stu­ 
dents hav e a footb all team, and they 
play b aseb all also. They hav e a glee 
club and b anjo club , and it is inter­ 
esting to hear them singing the college 
songs that are so familiar to American 
ears. 
The Chinese, howev er, hav e v ery 
few national sports and athletic exer­ 
cises. Archery has b een practiced for 
centuries and has b een considered an 
admirab le sport, and ev en now on the 
palace grounds at Poking tournaments 
are often held in which famous b ow­ 
men from different parts of the land 
contest for prizes. But foot races, jump­ 
ing. throwing weights, v aulting, foot­ 
b all and other physical contests hav e 
b een hitherto unknown. 
The pub lic 
was nev er inv ited to witness such ex­ 
hib itions, and they were nev er recog­ 
nized b y the officials until the meet at 
Wuchang In Septemb er. 
There are many other ev idences of 
progress in the empire. Last summer 
for the first time in history a matter 
of pub lic policy was sub mitted to a 
popular v ote. 
The b usiness men and 
property holders of Kwangtung, Hu­ 
nan and Hupeh prov inces were inv ited 
to express their opinions b y v ote in 
pub lic meetings regarding the purchase 
of the Hankow-Canton railroad cou- 
eossiou from an American syndicate 
represented b y Pierpont Morgan. Hith­ 
erto v iceroys and other authorities 
hav e acted upon their own Judgment, 
without reference to pub lic opinion or 
the interests of their constituents, and 
priv ate citizens hav e seldom b een b rav e 
enough to question the wisdom or hon­ 
esty of a v iceroy. 
In this case, how­ 
ev er, local influence compelled the gov ­ 
ernment to cancel the concession and 
to purchase all the claims of the con­ 
cessionaires. 
It is now proposed that 
each of the three prov inces named, 
through which the railway is to pass, 
shall b uild its share of the line, and 
foreign engineers are to b e employed 
as superintendents of construction and 
operation until nativ es can b e educat­ 
ed to assume the responsib ility.

General Moody has reached the con­ 
clusion that the packers can.not su c­ 
cessfully claim immunity from the 
coosequencesof their acts upon the 
theory that such immunity was guar­ 
anteed when 
they v oluntarily per­ 
mitted inv estigators of the b ureau of 
corporations to examine their b ooks 
and accounts. The attorney general, 
District Attorney Morrison o? Chi­ 
cago, 
Assistant 
Attorney General 
Pagin and Commissioner of Corpora­ 
tions Garfield spent yesterday in con­ 
sultation ov er the issues raised b y the 
packers’ attitude and after full Inter­ 
changes of opinions, b ased upon indi 
div idual researches of the law and 
authorities gov erning the case, it was 
decided that the gov ernment 
will 
fight to the finish. 
Mr. Garfield assured the attorney 
general that he had not offered the 
packers immunity and, so far as he 
was aware, none of his sub ordinates 
made such an offer. It was assumed 
at the conference tha t the packers 
would not contend that any promises, 
v erb al or written, were made to them, 
b ut tnat they would rely upon the 
section of the act creating the b ureau 
of corporations which exempts from 
criminal prosecution corporations and 
indiv iduals that v oluntarily sub mit 
their affairs to inspection b y agents of 
the b ureau. 
When the plea of the packers was 
filed in the United States district 
court at Chicago, law offloers of the 
department of commerce and lab or, 
acting under instructions from Sec­ 
retary Metcalf, conducted an exhaus­ 
tiv e research of statutes and preced­ 
ents b earing upon the matter and 
reached the conclusion that there was 
no justification for the plea. They 
were sure that in the ab sence of proof 
that a v erb al or written guarantee 
of immunity had b een offered b y an 
a^ent of the department, that no 
statute could b e construed as promis­ 
ing such immunity.

W e tldu k there is, only It can 
be more properly called the literatu re 
of coolness. H orace, with his Bandu - 
sian fou ntain, has som e claim to be the 
father of it, thou gh in the description 
of cool w ater Spenser has probably ex­ 
celled every other poet. Goethe, who 
u sed to bathe in the Ilm by moonlight, 
told Eckerm ann tha t in his ballad of 
“The Fisherm an" he had employ ed tin* 
m erm aid m y th w ith no other aim than 
to express the charm of w ater in su m ­ 
mer. The fisherm an sat fishing, “and, 
lo, a dripping m erm aid fair sprang 
from the trou bled m ain.” The m erm aid 
protested against the cru elty of an ­ 
gling. If, she said, he only knew “how 
gladly d a rt the fish across the sea!” 
She then invited him to dart across the 
sea 011 his own accou nt, and he con­ 
sented to the w atery bliss. 
One of the coolest stanzas In the lan­ 
gu age is M atthew A rnold’s: 
The silent cou rts, where night and day 
Into their stone carved basins cold 
The splashing icy fou ntains play — 
The hu mid corridors behold! 


Bu t to know how the literary mind 
can evoke ideas of coolness when the 
literary body craves for it one need 
only recall Flau bert’s persecu tion of 
poor M axime Du carnp in the desert of 
Ivosseir, near the Red sea. The camel 
carry ing their whole su pply of w ater 
had fallen and bu rst all the skins. 
W hat happened is told by Du carnp. 
We qu ote Mr. T arver’s translation: 
“A fter su ffering thirst for thirty -six 
hou rs, while we w ere passing throu gh 
a defile, a fu rnace form ed of granite 
rocks, of a rose color, covered with 
Inscriptions, F lau bert said to me, ‘Do 
y ou rem em ber the lemon Ices tha t one 
eats a t Tortoni’s?’ 
I m ade a sign In 
tbe affirm ative. 
H e resu m ed: ‘Lemon 
ice is a su perior article. 
Admit tha t 
y ou wou ld u ot be annoy ed at having 
swallowed a lemon ice.’ Cu rtly enou gh 
I replied, Yes.’ 
A fter an interval of 
five m inu tes: ‘Ah, the lemon ices! 
All 
arou nd the glass there is a clou d which 
is like a white jelly .’ 
I said, ‘Su ppose 
we change the conversation?’ 
H e re­ 
plied: ‘T hat wou ld be better, bu t lemon 
ice is w orthy of being celebrated. One 
fills the spoon; It m akes a little mou nd; 
one softly squ eezes it between the 
tongu e and the palate; it melts slowly , 
coolly , deliciou sly ; it bathes the u vu la, 
glides over the tonsils, descends into 
the gu llet, which is only too happy , 
and it falls into the stomach, which 
bu rsts w ith lau ghing, so delighted is it. 
Between y ou au d m e there is a scarcity 
of lemon ices in the desert of Kos- 
seir.’ ” 
The maddened Du carnp wou ld not 
speak again for hou rs. 
W hen a t last 
they drank F lau bert took him in his 
arm s and said: “I thank y ou for u ot 
having blown ou t my brains w ith y ou r 
gu n. 
In y ou r place I shou ld not have 
resisted.”— London Globe.
